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Continuation Sheet (PTOL-303): Applicant's arguments have been fully considered, but they are not persuasive. The applicant argues 
that Yen fails to teach a controlling browser window that controls at least one of a graphical aspect of the opened controlled browser 
window and a functional aspect of the opened controlled browser window. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Yen teaches the first 
main window controls a first sub-window on page 4, paragraph 0052; Yen further teaches on page 4, paragraph 0052 and further recited 
in claim 1 on pages 5-6, that when the first main window shifts, the first sub-window controlled by the first main window correspondingly 
shifts, and when the first main window is closed, the controlled first sub-window is also closed; therefore, the first main window controls 
the graphical aspect of the first main window such as the displayed location of the first sub-window and the functional aspect of the first 
sub-window, such as whether the first sub-window is displayed or closed. In view of the above, the examiner respectfully maintains that 
Yen teaches the subject limitations and submit that the applicant's arguments have not placed the application in condition for allowance. 
Therefore, the claims remain finally rejected according to the office action mailed on 13 May 2005. 
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
